V era Cruz, Mux., May I-*.- With tilt' 
fall of Tam pico the Hues ut advance 
of tho C onstitutionalist forces toward 
the south has been draw n from coast 
to < oust and now em braces m ore than 
half the Republic of Mexico. 
O bservers express the opinion that 
the taking of Tam pico by the Consti­ 
tutionalists forms one of the closing 
scenes oi the d ictatorship ot General 
Vietoriuno H uerta.
